FIFTEENTH  CENSUS  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES:  19  3  0 


The  instructions  were  as  follows: 

Enter  on  this  schedule  the  name,  sex,  race,  age,  and  post-office  address  of 
any  person  in  your  district  who  is  either  blind  or  a  deaf-mute. 

Blind. — Include  as  blind  any  person  who  can  not  see  well  enough  to 
read,  even  with  the  aid  of  glasses.  The  test  in  case  of  infants  must  be 
whether  they  can  apparently  distinguish  forms  and  objects;  and  in  the 
case  of  older  persons  who  are  illiterate  whether  they  presumably  can  see 
well  enough  to  read  if  they  knew  how  to  read.  Do  not  include  any  person 
who  is  blind  in  one  eye  only. 

Deaf-mute. — Include  as  a  deaf-mute  (1)  any  child  under  8  years  of  age 
who  is  totally  deaf,  and  (2)  any  older  person  who  has  been  totally  deaf 
from  childhood  or  was  born  deaf.  Do  not  include  a  person  who  became  deaf 
after  the  age  of  8  from  accident,  or  from  disease,  or  from  old  age.  A  person 
is  to  be  considered  as  totally  deaf  who  can  not  understand  loudly-shouted 
conversation  or  can  understand  it  only  with  the  aid  of  an  ear  trumpet  or 
other  mechanical  device.  In  case  of  infants  or  young  children  not  old 
enough  to  understand  conversation,  the  test  should  be  whether  they  appar¬ 
ently  hear  when  addressed  in  a  loud  tone  of  voice. 

To  make  sure  that  you  do  not  overlook  or  miss  any  blind  person  or  deaf- 
mute,  as  soon  as  you  have  completed  the  entries  on  the  population  schedule 
for  any  family  or  household,  and  before  you  leave  the  house  or  apartment, 
ask  whether  any  person  among  those  whose  names  you  have  just  entered  on 
that  schedule  is  blind  or  totally  deaf;  and  if  there  are  any  such  persons  find 
out  by  further  inquiries  whether,  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  given 
above,  their  blindness  or  deafness  is  such  that  these  should  be  reported  on 
this  supplemental  schedule. 

No  high  degree  of  accuracy  is  to  be  expected  in  a  census  of  the  blind  and  of 
deaf-mutes  carried  out  by  the  methods  which  it  has  been  necessary  to  use  thus  far 
in  the  United  States.  The  reasons  for  this  are  that  even  with  careful  definitions 
of  the  groups  to  be  included  a  large  element  of  personal  judgment  enters  into  the 
decision  of  an  enumerator  as  to  whether  a  given  individual  should  be  reported 
as  blind  or  as  a  deaf-mute;  and  inconsistencies  follow  from  the  varying  degrees  of 
intelligence  and  persistence  of  enumerators.  Added  to  this,  there  is  a  tendency 
on  the  part  of  relatives  to  conceal  the  presence  of  blind  persons  or  deaf-mutes  in 
their  families,  especially  in  the  case  of  children.  Because  of  these  conditions, 
and  of  changes  made  from  time  to  time  in  definitions,  as  well  as  in  the  administra¬ 
tive  methods  used  in  taking  the  census,  the  enumeration  of  the  blind  and  of  deaf- 
mutes  has  doubtless  always  been  more  or  less  inaccurate  and  incomplete.  That 
must  be  borne  in  mind  in  dealing  with  the  figures  presented  herein,  particularly 
in  comparison  with  those  of  the  1920  enumeration. 

Degree  of  completeness  of  enumeration. — In  connection  with  the  1920  figures, 
it  has  been  estimated  that  between  74,500  and  76,600  was  a  reasonably  close  ap¬ 
proximation  to  the  actual  number  of  blind  in  the  United  States  in  1920,  of  whom 
only  52,567  were  enumerated,  including  those  reported  by  enumerators  and  by 
other  agencies. 

In  1930,  63,489  blind  persons  were  enumerated.  On  the  basis  of  actual 
returns,  this  is  20.8  per  cent  more  than  the  number  enumerated  in  1920;  but  if 
compared  with  the  estimated  correct  figure  for  1920,  it  is  14.7  per  cent  less  than 
the  low  estimate  and  17.1  per  cent  less  than  the  high  estimate. 

On  the  basis  of  actual  returns,  the  ratio  of  blind  to  the  general  population  in 
1930  was  517  per  million,  as  compared  with  497  per  million  in  1920.  If,  however, 
the  low  estimate  of  the  correct  total  for  1920  is  used,  the  ratio  for  that  year 
becomes  705  per  million,  while,  if  the  high  estimate  is  used,  the  ratio  becomes 
725. 

In  1920  a  total  of  44,885  persons  were  reported  as  deaf-mutes.  Of  these, 
37,534  were  reported  by  census  enumerators,  6,024  by  schools  and  other  institu¬ 
tions  for  the  deaf,  and  1,327  by  organizations  for  the  deaf.  As  compared  with 
the  number  reported  by  enumerators  in  1930,  57,084,  this  shows  a  numerical 
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increase  of  12,199,  or  27.2  per  cent,  in  the  10-year  period,  which  is  approximately 
the  same  rate  of  numerical  increase  as  shown  for  the  blind  on  the  basis  of  actual 
returns.  The  ratio  of  deaf-mutes  to  the  general  population  was  465  per  million, 
as  compared  with  425  in  1920,  an  apparent  increase  of  9.4  per  cent  in  the  ratio. 

Supplementing  and  revising  the  returns. — In  1920,  measures  were  adopted  by 
the  Census  Bureau  to  supplement  the  returns  of  enumerators  by  obtaining  lists 
of  names  of  blind  persons  and  deaf-mutes  from  schools  for  the  blind  and  deaf 
and  from  other  sources.  In  this  way  the  blind  population  as  reported  by  enumer¬ 
ators,  43,154,  was  increased  by  9,413,  or  21.8  per  cent,  bringing  the  total  up  to 
52,567,  while  7,351  deaf-mutes  were  added  to  the  37,534  reported  by  enumerators, 
making  a  total  of  44,885  deaf-mutes  tabulated  for  the  United  States  in  1920, 

As  a  result  of  obtaining,  through  direct  correspondence,  special  schedules  from 
the  blind  and  deaf  enumerated  in  1920,  the  bureau  eliminated  a  considerable 
number  whose  defects  were  not  sufficiently  serious  to  justify  their  inclusion  in 
the  tabulated  returns,  and  it  is  very  likely  that  if  the  bureau  had  obtained 
special  schedules  from  the  blind  and  deaf  enumerated  in  1930  a  certain  number 
of  them  would  also  have  been  eliminated.  On  the  other  hand,  if  the  bureau  had 
called  on  schools  and  other  institutions  for  the  blind  and  deaf-mutes  for  lists  of 
defectives,  as  was  done  in  1920,  the  number  of  blind  and  deaf-mutes  reported 
by  enumerators  in  1930  might  have  been  augmented.  Whether  in  such  event 
the  eliminations  would  exceed  the  accessions,  or  vice  versa,  can  only  be  con¬ 
jectured.  In  1920,  the  net  result  of  the  correspondence  by  the  bureau  with 
individuals  and  institutions,  as  shown  hereinbefore,  was  to  add  more  than  9,000 
to  the  number  of  the  blind  returned  by  enumerators,  and  over  7,000  to  the 
number  of  deaf-mutes.  Inasmuch,  however,  as  enumeratois  received  additional 
pay  for  reporting  the  blind  and  the  deaf  in  1930,  the  1930  enumeration  presum¬ 
ably  was  more  thorough  than  that  of  1920,  and  correspondence  by  the  bureau 
with  individuals  and  institutions  probably  would  not  have  added  appreciably 
to  the  numbers  reported  by  enumerators. 

Blind  deaf-mutes. — In  addition  to  those  reported  by  enumerators  as  either 
blind,  or  as  deaf-mutes,  there  were  1,942  persons  reported  in  1930  as  being  blind 
deaf-mutes.  How  nearly  accurate,  or  how  far  erroneous,  that  figure  is,  as  com¬ 
pared  with  the  number  of  blind  deaf-mutes  tabulated  in  1920,  it  is  impossible  to 
say.  In  1920,  special  schedules  were  sent  by  the  bureau  to  553  persons  who  had 
been  reported  as  blind  deaf-mutes,  but  the  returns  proved  erroneous  in  a  large 
percentage  of  cases  where  special  schedules  were  received  back  from  the  persons 
so  reported.  In  view  of  that,  the  tabulation  was  restricted  to  the  group  who  re¬ 
turned  special  schedules  at  the  request  of  the  bureau  and  whose  special  schedules 
showed  them  to  be  totally  blind  as  well  as  deaf-mutes,  under  the  definitions 
used  by  the  Census  Bureau,  with  the  result  that  only  169  persons  were  included 
in  the  1920  tabulation  of  blind  deaf-mutes.  As  in  the  cases  of  the  blind,  and  of 
deaf-mutes,  the  figures  presented  herein  show  the  totals  of  blind  deaf-mutes 
reported  by  enumerators,  without  any  revision  at  all  such  as  was  made  possible 
by  the  special  schedules  obtained  by  the  bureau  in  1920. 

COMPARISON  WITH  PREVIOUS  CENSUSES 

The  enumeration  of  the  blind  and  of  the  deaf  and  dumb  has  varied  to  such  an 
extent  at  the  different  censuses  as  regards  scope  and  method  that  comparisons  shed 
very  little  light  on  the  question  whether  these  classes  are  increasing  at  a  greater 
or  less  rapid  rate  than  the  general  population.  As  a  matter  of  interest,  however, 
the  following  table  is  presented,  which  shows  for  each  census  from  1830  to  1930, 
the  number  of  blind  and  of  deaf  and  dumb  reported  and  their  ratio  to  the  total 
population.

1830-1870 

There  is  little  question  that  for  all  censuses  prior  to  1880  the  figures  for  the 
blind  and  deaf  population  are  seriously  deficient.  At  all  five  censuses  the  enu¬ 
merators  were  apparently  permitted  to  follow  out  their  own  ideas  as  to  who  should 
be  reported  as  blind  or  deaf-mutes.  The  relatively  small  variations  shown  by 
the  first  four  censuses  covered  by  the  table  in  respect  to  the  number  of  blind 
and  deaf-mutes  enumerated  per  1,000,000  of  the  total  population,  suggest  that 
as  regards  these  censuses  comparability  exists  since,  so  far  as  known,  no  special 
causes  were  operative  during  the  period  covered  by  them  which  would  have 
tended  to  bring  about  any  very  material  change  in  the  prevalence  of  blindness 
or  deaf-mutism.  While  the  returns  for  1870  showed  a  large  increase  in  the  ratio 
of  the  blind,  and  some  increase  in  the  ratio  of  the  deaf,  to  the  general  population, 
analysis  of  the  returns  indicated  that  these  apparent  increases  were  due  to  the 
greater  completeness  of  enumeration. 


1880 

The  census  of  1880  was  probably  the  most  complete  enumeration  of  the  blind 
and  deaf  ever  made  in  the  United  States,  by  reason  of  a  special  effort  at  this 
census  to  secure  an  accurate  return.  In  addition  to  the  column  on  the  general 
population  schedule,  which  had  at  the  last  three  censuses  been  the  only  medium 
for  securing  a  return  of  the  blind  and  deaf  population,  a  special  supplemental 
schedule  was  provided  at  the  1880  census  on  which  the  enumerator  was  required 
to  answer  certain  special  inquiries  for  each  blind  person  and  deaf-mute  enu¬ 
merated,  receiving  an  additional  compensation  of  5  cents  for  each  name  reported 
on  the  schedule.  In  connection  with  this  schedule  the  enumerators  were  for  the 
first  time  furnished  with  detailed  instructions  to  assist  them  in  determining  who 
should  be  reported  as  blind  or  deaf-mutes. 

With  respect  to  the  blind,  enumerators  were  instructed  to  include  in  this 
enumeration  “not  only  the  totally  blind,  but  also  the  semiblind.  No  person 
will  be  carried  on  this  schedule,  however,  who  can  see  sufficiently  well  to  read. 
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*  *  *  totally  blind  are  unable  to  distinguish  forms  or  colors;  the  par¬ 

tially  blind  can  distinguish  forms  or  colors,  but  can  not  see  to  read,  or  at  least  not 
without  such  effort  as  to  make  reading  practically  impossible.” 

With  respect  to  the  deaf,  a  “deaf-mute”  was  defined  in  the  instructions  as 
“one  who  can  not  speak  because  he  can  not  hear  sufficiently  well  to  learn  to 
•speak,”  but  the  instructions  also  made  it  evident  that  all  deaf-mutes  in  the 
broader  sense  of  the  term  were  to  be  reported.  In  tabulating  the  returns,  how¬ 
ever,  all  persons  reported  as  having  lost  their  speech  after  reaching  the  age  of  16 
were  excluded,  on  the  ground  that  by  that  time  their  powers  of  speech  were  so 
developed  that  they  did  not  require  special  training  at  a  school  for  the  deaf. 

The  enumerators’  returns  of  the  blind  and  deaf-mute  population  were  supple¬ 
mented  to  a  certain  extent  by  correspondence  with  institutional  officials  and  local 
physicians;  and  the  number  added  by  this  means  was  0.9  per  cent  of  the  total  for 
the  blind  and  4.4  per  cent  of  the  total  for  deaf-mutes.  The  results  of  the  special 
diligence  employed  at  this  census  are  reflected  in  the  great  relative  increases 
shown  in  the  numbers  of  blind  persons  and  deaf-mutes  enumerated  as  compared 
with  1870.  It  seems  probable,  however,  that  the  specific  instructions  to  enumer¬ 
ators  to  include  the  “partially”  blind  may  have  resulted  in  the  return  of  a  large 
number  of  persons  who  would  not  have  been  reported  at  the  previous  census, 
when  the  instructions  to  the  enumerators  stated  that  the  inquiry  was  intended 
to  cover  “total”  blindness  only. 

1890 

Although  the  machinery  employed  in  securing  statistics  of  the  blind  and  deaf 
was  essentially  the  same  in  1890  as  in  1880,  except  that  the  enumerators’  returns 
do  not  appear  to  have  been  supplemented  by  correspondence,  the  large  decrease 
in  the  number  of  blind  persons  and  deaf-mutes  reported  per  1,000,000  of  the 
general  population  strongly  suggests  that  there  may  perhaps  have  been  a  some¬ 
what  less  complete  enumeration  at  the  1890  census.  Changes  in  the  instructions 
'also  in  all  probability  had  some  influence  on  the  number  returned. 

In  the  case  of  the  blind,  the  enumerators  were  required  to  report  ‘‘every  per¬ 
son  who  can  not  with  each  eye  separately  count  accurately  the  number  of  fingers 
of  another  person  held  lip  before  him  at  a  distance  of  one  foot.”  This  change  in 
the  instructions,  if  carefully  followed,  would  bring  about  a  considerable  reduction 
in  the  number  of  blind  reported,  since  many  persons  who  can  not  see  well  enough 
to  read  have  sufficiently  good  eyesight  to  enable  them  to  count  fingers.  More¬ 
over,  the  number  of  cases  in  which  the  question  of  the  existence  of  blindness  was 
left  for  decision  to  the  unaided  judgment  of  the  enumerator  would  be  materially 
reduced,  as  many,  if  not  most,  illiterate  persons  are  at  least  able  to  count  fingers. 
Thus  where  in  1880  some  illiterate  persons  of  defective  vision  may  have  been 
improperly  reported  as  blind,  in  1890  such  persons  would  have  been  returned 
only  if  actually  blind  or  else  too  ignorant  even  to  count  fingers. 

In  the  case  of  the  deaf,  the  enumerators  were  required  to  report  every  deaf 
or  dumb  person,  instead  of  the  deaf  and  dumb,  as  at  previous  censuses.  The 
supplemental  schedule  for  the  deaf,  however,  contained  an  inquiry  asking  whether 
the  person  in  question  was  “able  to  speak  so  as  to  be  readily  understood,  *  *  * 

imperfectly  *  *  op  oot  at  all  *  *  and  on  the  basis  of  the  answers 

to  this  inquiry  the  deaf  reported  were  divided  into  two  classes,  the  deaf  who  could 
speak  and  the  deaf  who  could  not  speak,  detailed  statistics  being  published  for 
the  latter  class,  under  the  designation  of  “the  deaf  and  dumb.”  The  class 
covered  by  the  tabulation  for  1890,  as  presented  in  Table  1,  therefore  differed 
from  that  covered  by  the  tabulation  for  1880  in  that  the  1890  tabulation  included 
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only  the  deaf  and  dumb  in  the  most  literal  sense  of  the  term,  while  the  1880 
tabulation  included  all  deaf-mutes  reported  as  having  lost  their  hearing  when 
less  than  16  years  of  age,  even  if  they  had  been  taught  to  articulate.  This  differ¬ 
ence  in  the  comprehensiveness  of  the  class  covered  by  the  tabulation  furnishes  an 
explanation  of  the  decreased  number  of  deaf  and  dumb  per  1,000,000  population 
shown  at  the  census  of  1890,  although,  as  before  stated,  it  is  probable  that  the 
enumeration  was  much  less  complete  in  1890  than  in  1880. 

1900 

At  this  census  the  special  column  for  noting  the  blind  and  deaf  was  omitted 
from  the  population  schedule,  and  the  supplemental  schedule  used  at  the  1880 
and  1890  censuses  was  not  furnished  to  enumerators.  Instead,  the  enumerators 
were  provided  with  blank  forms  on  which  to  report  the  name,  age,  and  address 
of  each  blind  or  deaf  person  enumerated.  To  each  person  so  reported,  the  Census 
Bureau  mailed  an  individual  schedule  with  request  that  it  be  filled  out  and  re¬ 
turned  to  the  bureau.  This  was  accordingly  the  first  census  at  which  the  special 
information  regarding  the  blind  and  deaf  was  obtained  by  the  bureau  through 
direct  correspondence  with  the  individuals. 

At  this  census  the  test  by  means  of  which  the  enumerators  were  to  determine 
whether  a  given  case  of  defective  vision  was  sufficient  to  constitute  blindness  was 
changed  once  more,  to  essentially  the  same  basis  as  in  1880,  the  instructions 
reading  as  follows: 

*  *  if  you  find  that  some  member  of  the  family  can  not  see  well, 
you  will  then  ask  whether  he  or  she  can  see  well  enough  to  read  a  book;  and 
should  it  appear  that  the  sight  is  so  seriously  impaired  that  it  is  impossible  for  the 
person  to  read  a  book,  even  with  the  aid  of  glasses,  then  you  will  note  such  person 
as  ‘Blind,’  even  though,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  he  or  she  may  have  some  slight 
power  of  sight.” 

In  tabulating  the  returns,  practically  all  persons  filling  out  the  special  schedule 
appear  to  have  been  included,  even  if  the  blindness  was  confined  to  one  eye  or  the 
person  reported  was  suffereing  from  merely  defective  vision  without  being  blind 
in  the  strict  sense  of  the  term.  On  the  other  hand,  all  persons  failing  to  reply  to 
the  request  to  fill  out  the  special  schedule,  numbering  19,884,  were  entirely 
excluded  from  the  tabulation.  By  reason  of  these  improper  inclusions  on  the  one 
hand  and  exclusions  on  the  other,  the  value  of  the  figures  for  1900  for  the  purpose 
of  comparison  with  other  censuses  is  of  course  very  largely  destroyed.  A  partial 
reexamination  of  the  schedules  for  that  census,  however,  made  it  appear  that 
between  one-fourth  and  one-fifth  of  the  schedules  tabulated  represented  persons 
not  properly  classifiable  as  blind.  Eliminating  these  on  the  one  hand  and  making 
allowance  on  the  other  hand  for  the  probable  number  of  blind  among  those  ex¬ 
cluded  by  reason  of  failure  to  reply  to  the  request  to  fill  out  the  special  schedule, 
on  the  assumption  that  the  percentage  of  blind  among  those  failing  to  reply  was 
the  same  as  among  those  replying,  an  estimate  of  63,000  as  the  actual  blind  popu¬ 
lation  in  1900  was  obtained.  The  ratio  of  blind  to  the  total  population  in  1900 
as  based  on  this  estimate  of  63,000  would  be  829  per  1,000,000,  representing  a 
small  increase  over  the  corresponding  figure  for  1890,  but  a  considerable  decrease 
as  compared  with  that  for  1880. 

Concerning  the  deaf,  the  scope  of  the  1900  enumeration  was  essentially  the  same 
as  in  1890,  covering  all  the  deaf  who  were  unable  to  understand  loudly  shouted 
conversation.  The  published  statistics  include  all  the  deaf  for  whom  schedules 
were  returned,  and  the  figure  presented  for  1900  in  Table  1  represents  the  deaf  who 
reported  themselves  as  unable  to  speak  at  all.  In  tabulating  the  returns  all  per¬ 
sons  who  failed  to  return  the  special  schedule  were  excluded,  although  many  of 
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^  them  must  have  been’deaf  and  some  of  them  deaf-mutes.  The  figure  presented 
for  1900  for  deaf-mutes  is,  therefore,  only  a  partial  figure,  a  circumstance  that 
explains  the  great  decreases  shown  in  the  table  for  1900  as  compared  with  earlier 
censuses. 

1910 

At  the  census  of  1910  the  column  for  noting  cases  of  blindness  or  deaf-mutism 
was  restored  to  the  population  schedule,  and  enumerators  were  merely  required  to 
note  such  cases  therein,  no  additional  compensation  being  allowed  therefor.  As 
in  1900,  to  each  person  so  shown  as  blind  or  deaf,  the  Census  Bureau  mailed  a 
special  schedule,  with  request  that  it  be  filled  out  and  returned  to  the  bureau. 

In  tabulating  the  1910  returns  all  persons  reported  as  blind  by  the  population 
enumerators  but  who  failed  to  return  special  schedules  were  included,  and  all  who 
returned  schedules  which  showed  them  to  be  not  properly  classifiable  as  blind 
were  excluded.  This  was  contrary  to  the  method  used  in  1900,  when  practically 
every  person  who  filled  out  a  special  schedule  appears  to  have  been  included  in  the 
tabulation,  even  if  not  properly  classifiable  as  blind,  and  all  who  failed  to  return 
schedules  were  excluded.  If  the  basis  of  tabulation  of  1900  had  been  the  same  as 
that  employed  in  1910,  the  figures  published  as  representing  the  blind  population 
in  1900  would  have  been  70,000,  as  compared  with  an  estimated  actual  blind 
population  of  63,000;  whereas  the  blind  population  tabulated  for  1910  was  57,272, 
as  compared  with  an  estimated  actual  total  of  perhaps  70,000  or  71,000. 

In  respect  of  the  deaf  enumerated  in  1910,  the  basis  of  tabulation  of  the 
total  was  the  same  as  that  employed  in  tabulating  the  blind.  Study  of  the 
returns  of  the  deaf  revealed  the  fact  that  there  was  a  considerable  divergence 
of  opinion  among  enumerators  as  to  the  scope  of  the  term  ‘‘deaf  and  dumb.” 
Some  enumerators  interpreted  the  term  in  its  most  literal  sense,  while  others 
gave  it  a  broader  interpretation.  Furthermore,  it  was  apparent  from  replies 
to  requests  from  the  bureau  to  fill  out  special  schedules,  that  the  enumerators 
had  reported  as  deaf  and  dumb  a  large  number  of  persons  who  were  not  suffer¬ 
ing  from  defects  of  hearing  or  speech  to  such  an  extent  as  to  bring  them  pro¬ 
perly  within  the  scope  of  the  enumeration.  It  was  thus  impossible  to  say  just 
what  the  total  reported  by  the  enumerators  as  deaf  and  dumb  represented. 
In  addition  to  these  factors  which  make  the  figures  for  the  total  deaf  and*  dumb 
population  in  1910  of  uncertain  significance,  it  is  probable  that  there  were  a 
considerable  number  of  omissions  in  the  returns. 

The  removal  of  any  special  financial  inducement  for  reporting  the  blind  and 
deaf  in  1910  may  have  resulted  in  a  less  complete  enumeration  of  these  classes 
of  the  population  than  at  earlier  censuses  when  each  blind  or  deaf  person  re¬ 
ported  represented  an  increase  of  5  cents  in  the  compensation  of  the  enumerator. 
The  great  improvement  in  the  organization  and  machinery  of  the  census,  made 
since  the  first  enumeration  of  the  defective  classes,  rendered  it  improbable, 
however,  that  the  deficiency,  if  any,  in  the  1910  enumeration  of  the  blind  and 
deaf  could  have  been  anywhere  near  so  extensive  even  as  at  the  census  of  1870, 
the  last  and  most  accurate  of  the  earlier  enumerations  at  which  returns  of  the 
blind  and  deaf  population  had  been  secured  solely  through  the  medium  of  a 
column  on  the  population  schedule,  with  no  extra  compensation  to  the  enumera¬ 
tor.  It  should  also  be  borne  in  mind  that  experience  at  the  census  of  1900  had 
shown  clearly  that  the  allowance  of  extra  compensation  to  the  enumerators  in 
order  to  stimulate  complete  returns  of  the  blind  and  deaf  was  not  without  its 
attendant  risk  in  the  possibility  of  causing  to  be  included  in  the  returns  a  con¬ 
siderable  number  of  persons  who  should  not  be  included. 
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1920 

In  the  1920  enumeration  of  the  blind  and  deaf,  a  separate  sheet  or  supplemental 
schedule  was  used  as  in  1900,  but  without  extra  pay  to  the  enumerators  for 
returns  made  thereon.  The  instructions  printed  on  the  supplemental  schedule 
required  enumerators  to  “Include  as  blind  any  person  who  can  not  see  well 
enough  to  read,  even  with  the  aid  of  glasses,”  and  to  “Include  as  a  deaf-mute 
(1)  any  child  under  8  years  of  age  who  is  totally  deaf,  and  (2)  any  older  person 
who  has  been  totally  deaf  from  childhood  or  was  born  deaf.” 

It  is  probable  that  the  change  to  the  use  of  a  separate  sheet,  instead  of  a 
column  on  the  population  schedule,  coupled  with  the  fact  that  no  additional 
pay  was  allowed  in  1920  for  reporting  the  blind  and  deaf-mutes,  resulted  in  fre¬ 
quent  failure  on  the  part  of  enumerators  through  oversight  to  inquire  for  or  to 
report  blind  persons  and  deaf-mutes. 

In  respect  of  the  blind,  52,567  were  enumerated,  including  those  reported  by 
enumerators  and  other  agencies,  such  as  schools  and  other  institutions  and  organ¬ 
izations,  showing  on  the  basis  of  the  returns  a  decrease  of  about  20  per  cent  in 
the  number  of  blind  relative  to  population  since  1910.  It  was  estimated,  how- 
ever,  that  between  74,500  and  76,600  was  a  reasonably  close  approximation  to 
the  actual  number  of  blind  in  the  United  States  in  1920. 

In  respect  of  the  deaf,  in  1920  a  total  of  44,885  persons  were  enumerated  as 
deaf-mutes,  which  included  those  reported  by  enumerators  and  by  other  agencies, 
a  decrease  of  about  13  per  cent  in  the  number  of  deaf-mutes  relative  to  population 
since  1910.  How  far  this  difference  was  due  to  incompleteness  of  the  returns, 
or  how  far  it  resulted  from  a  real  decrease  in  the  prevalence  of  deaf-mutism,  is 
problematical.  It  was,  however,  believed  not  improbable  that  there  had  been 
such  a  decrease,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  certain  diseases  which  are  important 
causes  of  deafness,  such  as  malaria  and  meningitis,  had  become  decidedly  less 
prevalent  than  formerly. 

1930 

The  enumeration  of  the  blind  and  deaf-mutes  in  connection  with  the  1930 
census  has  already  been  described  and  the  results  of  the  enumeration  are  pre¬ 
sented  in  the  tables  that  follow. 

General  tables. — Tables  2  to  5  of  this  bulletin  relate  to  the  blind;  Tables 
6  to  9  relate  to  deaf-mutes;  and  Table  10  to  blind  deaf-mutes. 

In  Table  2  a  comparison  is  made  of  the  blind  population  enumerated  in  1930 
and  1920,  and  the  ratio  of  blind  to  total  population,  by  geographic  divisions 
and  States. 

Table  3  shows  for  each  division  and  State  the  blind  population  enumerated’ 
in  1930,  classified  according  to  sex,  color,  and  age,  and  in  Table  4  the  same  in¬ 
formation  is  shown  for  cities  of  100,000  inhabitants  or  more. 

Table  5  shows,  for  the  United  States  as  a  whole,  the  total  blind  population 
enumerated  in  1930,  classified  according  to  age,  sex,  and  color. 

Tables  6,  7,  8,  and  9  relate  to  deaf-mutes,  for  which  class  they  correspond, 
in  the  order  given,  to  Tables  2,  3,  4,  and  5  for  the  blind. 

Table  10  shows  blind  deaf-mutes  enumerated  in  1930,  by  divisions  and  States,, 
with  comparative  figures  for  1920.
